III. Claims 43-54 and 77-81 , drawn to a process for making substituted 
furanmethanamines and compounds made during the synthesis, classified 
in class 549, subclass 492. 

IV. Claims 55-59 and 83, drawn to a process for making 2-hydroxy-3-nitro-5- 
halobenzamides and the product of the process, classified in class 564, 
subclass 142. 

V. Claims 60-65, drawn to a process for making 2-hydroxy-3- 
aminobenzamides, classified in class 564, subclass 167. 

VI. Claims 66-69, drawn to a process for making 
furnanaminocyclobutenediones, classified in class 549, subclass 142. 

VII. Claim 82 , drawn to a specific salt of alpha-ethyl- 5-methyl-fur-2- 
ylmethaneamine, classified in class 549, subclass 492.
